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GRAVE  FOREST  SITUATION  FOLLOWS 
SEPTEMBER  HURRICANE 


Woodland  problems  of  timber  salvage  and  fire  control 
created  in  many  towns  by  the  September  hurricane  are  of 
the  greatest  importance.  Good  citizenship  calls  for  per- 
sonal and  widespread  action! 

The  salvage  of  every  thousand  feet  of  logs  which  can 
be  sold  means  money  for  landowners,  wages  for  workers, 
employment  for  trucks,  teams  and  machinery,  as  well  as 
reduced  forest  fire  hazard  for  all.  If  owners  of  wind- 
thrown  timber  have  not  yet  acted,  they  should  communi- 
cate with  those  who  can  help.  Town  Chairmen  are  fully 
informed;  State  Advisory  Agents  can  help  to  start  log- 
ging by  suggesting  names  of  operators  and  giving  other 
useful  advice ;  Federal  Agencies  are  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  log  storage  places  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Indi- 
viduals Must  Now  Co-operate ! 

Forest  fire  danger  for  several  years  will  be  greater  than 
usual.  So  much  work  must  be  done  by  public  agencies  to 
reduce  hazard  along  roadsides,  near  improved  and  other 
exposed  areas  that  many  places  will  remain  hazardous 
for  some  time  to  come.  Individual  landowners  must  take 
a  personal  interest !  Aid  in  clean-up  work  through  the 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program  is  available  to  any 
woodland  owner  at  $4.00  per  acre  on  areas  up  to  15  acres. 
The  County  Agent  should  be  consulted. 

Support  your  local  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputies. 
They  are  planning,  with  State  and  Federal  agencies,  an 
intensive  campaign  to  control  fires.  Help  them  by  strict 
observance  of  the  fire  laws.  Kindle  no  open  fires  without 
a  permit  from  the  Warden  except  when  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow.  Cooperate  by  reporting  fires  you  may 
see  and  in  other  ways.  Fire  fighting  tool  supplies  are 
inadequate  and  should  be  reasonably  increased  by  many 
towns.  You  can  help,  and  it  will  pay,  to  prevent  forest 
fires!

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bow : 

There  are  in  the  employ  of  the  district  this  year,  six 
teachers.  Miss  Myrtle  Cedar,  of  Manchester,  succeeded 
Miss  Hird  in  the  Primary  room  at  the  Mills  School.  Miss 
Cedar  is  a  Normal  School  graduate  with  previous  teach- 
ing experience.  At  the  Center  School  Miss  Bernice  Stin- 
son,  of  Concord,  succeeded  Miss  Maude  Putney  who  re- 
tired after  many  years  of  conscientious  and  faithful  work. 
Miss  Georgia  Day  continues  at  the  Bog  School,  Miss 
Annie  Stevens  at  River  Road,  Miss  Marion  Smith  at  the 
Mills  Grammar,  and  Miss  Helen  Cole  in  the  Mills  Inter- 
mediate.   The  enrollment  this  year  is  as  follows :

There  is  one  tuition  pupil  from  South  Bow  in  Dun- 
barton. 

Of  a  class  of  23  graduating  from  grade  eight  last  June, 
18  are  now  in  high  school.  During  the  current  school 
year,  43  different  pupils  residing  in  Bow  have  attended 
Concord  High  School.  A  few  of  them  have  moved  away. 
But  at  the  present  time  there  are  40.  The  total  amount 
for  high  school  tuition  this  year  will  be  approximately 
$4,000. 

Provision  is  now  being  made  to  add  text  books  in 
General  Science  for  grades  seven  and  eight,  materials  and 
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texts  are  now  adapted  to  these  grades  and  it  is  really  a 
requisite  for  high  school  entrance.  This  will  add  an  inter- 
esting and  valuable  subject  to  the  grammar  school  pro- 
gram. 

As  a  part  of  the  Sesqui-centennial  Celebration  of  the 
formation  of  the  Constitution  last  June,  the  State  Com- 
mittee provided  a  "Scrap  Book"  Contest  for  the  upper 
elementary  grades  in  all  the  schools  of  the  State.  This 
scrap  book  was  to  contain  pictures  and  information  rela- 
tive to  the  making  and  signing  of  the  Constitution — 
original  sketches  and  illustrative  drawings  and  historical 
pictures.  Also  data  relating  to  early  days  of  Concord 
and  the  early  history  of  the  State.  It  was  difficult  to 
locate  material,  but  with  characteristic  determination, 
Miss  Smith  and  her  pupils  went  to  work.  After  days  and 
weeks  of  search  for  material,  collecting,  classifying,  and 
finally  putting  into  "Scrap  Book"  form,  their  book  was 
submitted  to  the  State  Committee  as  the  winner  of  the 
contest  in  his  supervisory  union.  About  thirty  "Scrap 
Books"  from  different  Unions  over  the  State  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  State  Committee.  The  judges  apparently 
had  no  difficulty  in  deciding  that  the  book  from  the  Mills 
Grammar  room  had  carried  out  the  intentions  in  form  and 
material  better  than  any  other  public  school.  For  this 
competition,  they  have  received  three  Certificates  of 
Recognition,  one  for  entering  the  contest,  one  for  win- 
ning in  the  supervisory  Union,  and  one  for  winning  the 
coverted  first  place  in  the  State.  These  certificates  —  one 
red,  one  white,  and  one  blue  —  have  been  framed  and 
now  hang  in  the  Mills  Grammar  room  where  the  work 
was  done. 

A  few  years  ago  when  the  Supervisory  Unions  of  the 
State  were  being  rearranged,  Bow  was  joined  with  Super- 
visory Union  Number  19.  Besides  Bow,  there  are  five 
other  district.  The  districts,  with  buildings,  and  teachers, 
and  approximate  numbers  of  pupils  are  as  follows :

There  are  five  towns,  six  districts,  with  22  school  build- 
ings, with  46  teachers,  2  school  nurses,  and  1,100  to  1,200 
pupils. 

The  work  of  the  Superintendent  is  to  supervise  these 
schools,  buy  books  and  supplies,  and  see  that  they  are  dis- 
tributed, to  supervise  the  work  of  the  teachers,  to  attend 
school  board  meetings  —  about  sixty-five  to  seventy  meet- 
ings each  year  —  make  monthly  reports,  covering  activ- 
ities and  other  reports  required  by  the  State,  take  care 
of  the  "office  work"  necessary  to  carry  on,  and  to  find 
and  recommend  qualified  teachers  to  School  Boards  when 
new  teachers  are  required.  The  School  Boards  of  these 
six  districts  meet  once  annually,  for  the  election  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  act  on  any  other  matters  relating  to 
the  entire  Union. 

Mr.  Edward  A.  Colby,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the 
School  Board,  resigned  from  the  board  on  account  of  ill 
health.  Mr.  Colby's  long  continued  experience  and  inter- 
est with  and  in  schools,  enabled  him  to  be  of  valuable 
service,  and  his  resignation  was  accepted  with  sincere 
regret.
